It 
will be good for five pounds — but you don', be able to buy more 
sugar until June l, 

COFFEE — Coupon 2 5 in War Ration Book One is good 
for one pound until March 21. Coupon 26 becomes valid on 
March 22. 

OASOLINT — Coupon No. 4 in gasoline ration A book is 
good until March 21. 

TIRES — March 31 is the last day for initial inspection of 
tires for motorists holding A books. 

PROCESSED FOODS — A, B and C series of blue stamps 
in War Ration Book Two .good until March 3 I. During week 
of March 2 5, housewives may, if they wish, begin to use their 
April points, represented bv the C, D and b" coupons. 

MEATS, CHEESE, FATS, CANNED FISH — New point ra- 
tioning program for these foods goes into effect March 29. Red 
stamps of the A series in War Ration Book Two — totalling 16 
points will be good during week of March 29. 

FUEL OIL — April 12 is the last day you can use fuel oil 
coupon No. 4.

FAMILY ALLOWANCES 
FOR SERVICE MEN 

What U a Family Allowance? 

A Government check sent to the soldier's dependent regu- 
larly every month. The Family Allowance is made up of money 
set aside from his pay and money contributed by the Govern- 
ment. It is granted only upon application, tl is payable only to 
dependents eligible under the law. These include primarily, wife 
and child (Class A relatives) ; dependent parents and minor de- 
pendent sisters and brothers (Class B dependents). 
How much is set aside from the soldier's pay ? 

$2 2 a month, if the allowance is for Class A relatives 
only, or class B dependents only. $2 7 a month, if it is for both 
Class A and Class B. 

How much will the soldier's dependents get? 
Here are a few examples: 

Wife $ 5 

Wife and child ♦ $62 

Wife and 2 children - $72 

Wife and mother only $47 

Wife and parents $80 

How soon does a Family Allowance being to be paid? 

The allowance begins to accrue the month after he applies 
and is payable when that month has ended. For instance, if he 
applies in March, the allowance begins to accrue in April and is 
payable in May. 
Who may apply? ... 

The soldier may apply as soon as he is on active duty. All 
enlisted men in the fourth, fifth, sixth or seventh grades may ap- 
ply. Dependents may apply, too, but it is better for the soldier 
himself to do it. His wife or child (also a divorced wife to whom 
alimony is payable) may receive this benefit with or without his 
consent. But class B dependents may receive it only if the sol- 
dier agrees. 
How is application made? 

Application is made only on the official form WD, AGO 
625. These forms are available at Reception Centers, Recruiting 
Stations, local Chapters of the American Red Cross, Service Com- 
mand Headquarters, and the Office of Dependency Benefits. 
Is documentary proof of relationship and dependency required? 
Res, and soldiers or relatives should gather that proof be- 
fore submitting applications and attach it to application. Docu- 
mentary evidence consists of certified copies of the public or 
church record of marriage and of the birth of the soldier's chil- 
dren; two affidavits of dependency, sworn to by disinterested 
pesson, for each Class B dependent named in application. 

Evidence must accompany any application filed by a rela- 
tive or dependent of the soldier.

TEAK AFFECTED 
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School Absences 
About Normal, 
However 

Six or eight of Lower Merlon's 
teachers have been afflicted by a 
new form of malady causing them 
to lose their voices temporarily, ac- 
cording to a report made to the 
Lower Merlon School Board Mon- 
day night. 

The report also refers to the 
measles epidemic as responsible for 
many absentees Including teach- 
ers and office workers as well as 
pupils. 

Even so. the report says there 
were less absences among the 
teachers during February than 
there were during the same month 
last year. 

Speaking of the strange malady 
Superintendent of Schools Frank A. 
Dubois says: 

"A new type of malady affected 
six or eight of our teachers this 
year In the form of some type of 
laryngitis which caused them to 
lose their voices for periods of 
from three to eight days." 

A weekly report from the health 
officer for the week ending March 
12 shows there have been 1059 
cases of measles and German, mea- 
sles In the district since the be- 
ginning of the year. Despite these 
cases, the superintendent reports 
that absences were about the same 
as last year when mumps and 
chicken pox were prevalent.

HOW YOU MAY SERVE IN THE 
WAVES OR SPARS 

(This is the fourth of a series of "questions and answers" 
published in behalf of the women in this area who are interested 
in joining the Navy's WAVES or Coast Guards SPARS.) 

Q. As a WAVE or SPAR, what pay can 1 expect? 

A. Both enlisted personnel and officers receive the same 
pay as Navy and Coast Guard men of comparable rates and 
ranks. Apprentice seamen are paid $50 a month; $54 a month 
and so forth. In addition, where government facilities are not 
provided, you will receive a sut istence and quarters allowance 
when advanced to seaman second class; $66 a month when raised 
to seaman first class; $78 a month as a third class petty officer, 
of $2.75 a day on top of your base pay. Among commissioned 
officers, an ensign receives a monthly base pay of gl5o and al- 
lowances, amounting in all to about $216 a month, while Lieu- 
tenants (junior grade) receive $166.67 base pay and allowances, 
amounting to about S247 a month. 

Q. Am 1 entitled to file for dependency allotment? 

A. Yes, on the same basis as Navy and Coast Guardsmen. 
Too, you can buy life insurance at the same low government 
rates, get reduced rates on transportation, movie and theatre 
tickets where granted, take advantage of the free mailing privi- 
lege, and benefit from such organizations as the USO, Red Cross 
and Navy Relief. 

Q. When does my pay begin? 

A. The day you report to training school. 

Q. Must 1 buy my own clothing when 1 join the WAVES 

or SPARS? " 

A. No. When you arrive at training school, you will be 
provided with an allowance of $200 for uniforms and other 
clothing. 

Q. Of what does the complete uniform consist? 

A Soft crowned hat, rolled brim, with black band; short 
Navy blue jacket, slightly built-up shoulders and new rounded 
collar and pointed lapel. Blue and white insignia for WAVES 
and gold for SPARS: Flattering, six-gored skirt; reserve blue 
and dark blue skirts; black seaman's tie; smart over-the-shoulder 
leather pouch bag; white gloves in summer, black gloves in win- 
ter; beige lisle hose; black oxfords with heels not over one and 
a half inches; raincoat and havelock. 

ALLOWANCE UNDER NEW 
FUEL OIL REGULATIONS 

Effective on March 1 1, the fuel oil regulations allowed local 
ration boards to grant auxiliary rations in illness and infirmity 
cases of from 1 per cent to 7 per ctn depending on the length of 
the period of illness. 

Effective on March 1 3th, local ration boards may recom- 
pute the fuel oil ration where there is increased need due to chil- 
dren under four having come to live on the premises, or where 
an increased number of persons are occupying the premises. 

Also effective upon March 1 3th an amendment of the fuel 
oil regulations allowed local ration boards to recommend certain 
hardship cases to the District Office for additional fuel ration. 
The condition for such recommendation are: (1) Applicant's 
ration is insufficient; (2) applicant has taken reasonable meas- 
ures to improve burner efficiency, eliminate heat loss, and reduce 
fuel oil consumption; (3) that the equipment is not convertible 
except at unreasonable cost, or that the household has not any 
person available who is physically capable to operate other 
equipment; (4) in private dwellings, the living quarters do not 
exceed 2000 sq. ft. for one person, 2600 sq. ft. for two persons 
and an extra 300 sq. ft. for each additional person.

WEEKLY NEWS LETTER 
To You.Who Live and Buy in Narberth 

The Ration Board for Narberth and Ardmore is composed 
of members who are all your neighbors. They serve without pay 
and are assisted by a group of volunteers who give varying 
amounts of time to necessary paper work and by four paid work- 
ers The Board members are liaison officers between the central 
organizations of OPA at Washington and you, the individual con- 
sumer, to help you adjust your personal lives as nation-wide 
shortages due to the war effort call for modification of your 
habits They must follow the general plans laid down for the 
nation as a whole and apply them to fit local conditions, but 
they are not here to impose restrictions arbitrarily and they ask 
your cooperation and understanding. , 

The Ration Board for Narberth and Ardmore started just 
after eParl Harbor when tires and automobiles were the only ra- 
tioned articles. 'As the program grew, more people joined the 
Board — selections being made through general call for volun- 
teers. People able to give the time were asked by the chairman to 
?o on the Board, and in due course these appointments were giv- 
en official sanction bv the State Director. The Board members 
represent a variety of civilian interest and come from each section 

Your Board wants suggestions as to how it may improve its 
service to its community. It is fully aware of the hardships im- 
posed by the war necessity, and hope that it has the confidence 
of the community as to its effort to interpret impartially and fair- 
ly the regulations sent to it by the OPA. As you know, political 
interests have never entered into the appointments of the OP'A 
or to the local board, and the make-up of your own Board repre- 
sents a wide variety of political opinion. They have nothing to 
pain by catering to any particular faction in the community, and 
while the Board recognizes that each person's situation vanes 
from that of his neighbor, each one gets equal treatment in con- 
sideration of his problem. If it were possible to adopt fixed and 
uniform procedure for the nation as a whole, the regulations 
could be laid down and enforced by the Washington office alone. 
It is precisely because every community has its own peculiar 
character that the work of rationing is given over to the local 
board Local board members by their knowledge of local condi- 
tions have the key to a better understanding of the rationing pro- 
gram as a whole.

Meat Rationing 



When meat rationing begins, the 
only foods which will still be un- 
rationcd are fresh vegetables, 
bread, potatoes, eggs and milk. It 
is also considered possible that 
milk and even potatoes may be 
edded to the ration list by summer. 
The meat rationing program, 
which was at first expected to ex- 
clude certain meats such as liver, 
kidneys and sweetbreads, now is 
reported to include all meats and 
meat products. 

Too Many Oooks 
There are so many -cooks" at- 
tempting to work out the food 
problem that it has taken on the 
semblance of a three-ring circus. 
If these various branches of the 
government do somehow work 
things out so that ample food for 
the armed forces and the nation Is 
produced this year, the distribution 
problem alone could easily inter- 
fere with the people petting an ade- 
quate amount of food. Black mar- 
kets in food, particularly meat, 
have grown to such an alarming 
extent that they are out of hand — 
and it looks as though a gigantic 
police force may be needed to pre- 
vent a situation where the people 
would be forced to trade with black 
markets In order to eat. Congress- 
men arc considering drastic steps 
to cope with this, including the 
possibility of capital punishment 
i for those operating black markets.
